Great India, with its 300,000.000 of 


inhabitants, for the first time in mod- 
ern history, is to have its own rep- 
resentative at a great international 
congress. It will have a full-fledged 
member on the British delegation, one 
who will be able to concern himself 
with the vital questions, speak his 
mind freely, and put 
himself 
into 


touch with the rival elements 
and 


carry on secret negotiations 
if 
he 


chooses. 


What will the result be, for 
the 


British Empire and for the new bal- 
ance of power in the Pacific? 
Will 


the Indian work in full harmony with 
the British delegates and for Imperial 
ambitions? 
Will he incline towards 


the Americans, because it is the hope 
•of India to find a way to democracy? 
Will he line up'with Japan and the 
Chinese reactionaries under the slo- 
gan of "Asia for the Asiatics"? What- 
ever he may do will have a powerful

statesmen and on the future of

great and choatic East. 


Had to Shelve Gen. Smuts 


It was a momentous day in the his- 


tory of India, of the British Empire 
and the world, when recently in the 
secret councils of the British Cabinet 
the decision was reached to include 
in the six British delegates to Wash- 
ington~the"Hon. V. S. Srinivasa Sastri' 
It had not been the intention of pow- 
erful imperial interests that 
India 


should be recognized. She was to have 
collateral 
representation while the 


three great self-governing Dominions,- 
Canada, Australia and 
South Africa 


were to have had three of the six 
British spokesmen. 


Mr. Sastri, however, insisted on the 


recognition of his land and he 
was 


backed by the moderate native ele- 
ments which had been taken into the 
Government of India. So grave is the 


! situation that the British statesmeti 
could not take on themselves the re- 
sponsibility for rebuffing the remain- 
ing loyalists. In the end a most dra- 
matic thing was done.

WHEN Mr. Ford speaks on manufacturing he speaks with 


authority. When he takes up subjects of statesmanship 


he is a novice. When he tells us how to run a railroad on radi- 
cally new and original lines both of finance and operation, us 
he told a representative of the press, we cannot but be strongly 
moved with the desire to see him put in charge of a large, repre- 
sentative system and let him demonstrate. 


The automobile manufacturer speaks, of course, as one 
who has "arrived" as a railroad manager. We are not ques- 
tioning his success with the Detroit, Toledo & Ironton. But it is 
not a representative railroad, and it is being operated as an 
adjunct of Mr. Ford's other enterprises. Unquestionably, some, 
if not all, of the methods of its operation could be applied to a 
big system like the Pennsylvania or Southern Pacific. But just 
which, and to what extent? 
Certainly a nation to which the 
railroad problem is a nightmare would like to know. 


Mi-. Ford speaks of eliminating lawyers and satisfying 
reasonable claims that it would cost more to resist than to pay. 
He speaks of keeping men and rolling stock at work and dis- 
pensing with both idle property and employes. He speaks of 
enlisting his workers as shareholders and of running the roads 
for service rather than profit. Here indeed is a dream of per- 
fection. 


But Mr. Ford fails to "follow thru" on the subject of fi- 


nance. Shareholders and bondholders cannot be abolished by 
fiat. They must be either tolerated or paid off. 
And having 
been paid off who will replace their capital? Either it must be 
other shareholders demanding dividends or the government, 
the latter of which, of course, would require the abolition of 
private management. 


We sorely need Mr. Ford's genius, so far as it goes, in the 
administration of our railways. But we cannot assume that the 
purseholders and executives of the railways ae going to be 
altruists any more than we can assume that other nations would 
disarm if the United States should, as Mr. Ford advises, "chuck 
the whole business."

T AST Sunday at St. Mark's, New York city, the rector, the Rev. 
~ Dr. Guthrie introduced an innovation in his sermon which 
i& bound to occasion comment both inside the church and out 
ps sermon was timed to changing colored lights as an added ef- 
feet to the good man's words.
